With respect to the ceremony of 
of turning the first sod of the 
Canaduin Pacific railway: it is proposed 
to break ground for tracklaying at Yule 
on the 24th inst. The day is observed 
as a national holiday wherever Britain's 
flag floats, and under ordinary circum- 
stances it would bo a singularly appro- 
priate occasion on which to inaugurate 
the great work. But the circumstances 
under which the proposed ceremony 
will tako place are of a more than or- 
dinary character. The railway is a 
Dominion Government work, and as it 
will be built with Dominion money it 
would be a graceful compliment if for a 
member of that Government were re- 
served the honor of performing the 
ceremony. Sir Charles Tupper, min- 
ister of railways and canals,— than 
whom no truer friend of the Provinceex- 
ists— will reach British Columbia early 
in June, and we venture to suggest 
that the proposed ceremonial should 
be delayed until after his arrival in 
order that he may be present at and 
take part in it. The preliminary work, 
meanwhile, need not bedelayed an hour. 

CANADIAN RAIL WA YS. 

The railway statistics just issued by 
Mr. Sciirieber, the superintendent of 
Canadian railways, show that there are 
6,484 miles of railroad in operation in 
the Dominion, and 1,537 under con- 
struction. The tot.d capital invested 
in railroads is $302,100,000; the ordi- 
nary and preference capital, and the 
bonded debt, amounting to 8273, S00,- 
000, anil the bonus from the Dominion 
and Provincial Governments and from 
the municipalities reaching $88,300,- 
000. One hundred and seven persons 
were killed and sixty-six injured on 
Canadian railroads last year. Of 
these, nine passengers were killed and 
twenty injured, thirty-seven employes 
were killed, and thirty-three injured, 
and sixty-one "others" were killed, and 
thirteen injured. 

.Y.t TURA LIZA TION OF CHINESE 

The minds of the Eastern people are 
souring on the presence among them of 
Chinese cheap labor, and the recent Ap- 
plication of rive Chinamen to become 
citizens of the United States impels 
the New York World to decluie "that 
no alien of the Mongolian race can be 
lawfully made a citizen of the United 
States unless a Mongolian can be cor- 
rectly described as a free white person. 
On what grounds can persons of the 
Mongolian race be called 'white per- 
sons' does not appear. Section 2,109 
expressly excludes all aliens hut 
'white persons' and persons of African 
nativity or descent. One of the federal 
courts has decided that Chinamen can 
not bo naturalized in the United States, 
but our New York state courts go 
on 'allee samee' as before.''

iia. Mackenzie's speech. 

!Mr. Mackenzie said it was alleged by 
the Minister of Railways that the Opposi- 
tion endeavoured to prevent the success of 
Sir Hugh Allan in forming ;< company in 
England in 1S73. The Opposition did 
nothing of tho kind, but the scheme 
broke down, and so did the then Govern- 
ment. The late Government came into 
office in November, 1873, after two years 
of the ton years within whieh the road 
was to bo completed had elapsed. Tho 
lato Government did not repudiate the 
terms with British Columbia, but sent u 
delegate to British Columbia to propose a 
modification of the terms. The proposal 
was not accepted by British Columbia, 
and afterwards Lord Carnarvon proffered 
his good otlices. He would not for one 
moment deny that he intended to carry 
out the Carnarvon terms. Nothing but 
the want of means prevented him from 
carrying them out. Nor did he deny tho 
quotation from his speech in Surma, 
that he was favorable to a. trans-continen- 
tal railway. But there were monetary 
considerations in connection with the 
carrying out of the work which could not 
bo overlooked merely to gratify a small 
portion of tho people, who lived beyond 
tho mountains. Tho ultramontanes in 
this matter had extreme opinions, and 
thoso must bo subject to the governing 
power of nearly four milllinns of people 
who lived insido the mountains. Advert- 
ing to tho complaint of the lion, mombor 
for Victoria (Air. DeCosmos) that tho 
Dominion had expended large sums on 
canal works, ho said that under the ar- 
rangement made at the Quebec confer- 
ence the building of tho Intercolonial 
and the enlargement of the canals wore 
part of tho terms of union. Only last 
year tho railway had been completed, 
and a part of the canal system had been 
postponed for a few years. In respect to 
building the Pacific railway, national exi- 
gencies and national capacity must be re- 
garded. In case of war the demand that 
the contract with British Columbia should 
bo carried out would be about as sensible 
as tho action of tho emigrant who, when 
the ship was about to sink, declared that 
ho must bo carried to his destination, as 
ho had a contract witli tho shipowners to 
be landed there. The railway, he hold, 
if it was to be built, must be built by 
Canada. If we hail an Imperial guarantee 
we should havo to pay the money just 
tho same, and if we built tho railway out 
of tho sale of public lands, we should bo 
building it out of money which would 
otherwise go into tho Treasury. As to 
an Imporial guarantee, lie was not at all 
certain that it was advisable to get such a 
guarantee. If it had not been for the 
guarantee the Intercolonial would not 
have run by the long route, ami we would 
have saved" $-100,000 as a consequence 
At the present time an Imperial guaran- 
tee was worth, as nearly as possible, a 
half of one per cent., and, while it might 
be a benefit, it was not such a benefit as 
to warrant the Government in accepting 
it, to depart from an established principle 
in laying down the line. He explained 
that the surveys were left particularly in 
tho hands of tho chief engineer. The 
only thing for which ho blamed the late 
Government was that they proceeded too 
rapidly with the surveys, for they could 
havo accomplished the same result with 
less cost if they had taken a year or two 
more for the work. On account of tho 
unnatural and unreasonable bargain made 
by the hon. gentleman opposite with 
British Columbia, the late Government 
were hurried in such a way that they 
wero unable to give much attention to 
determine surveys at any particular 
point until the whole line was 
looked over. Referring to his proposed 
amphibious route from Lake Superior to 
Winnipeg, he said that the present Gov- 
ernment was open to a similar charge, as 
they had not submitted any estimate for 
the lino north of Lake Superior, and they, 
therefore, intended to use the water 
stretches of Lake Superior and Georgian 
Bay. The route known as the Dawson 
lino was adopted, some islands having 
been marked !n the lakes to make it ap- 
pear more favorable. The Government 
fully expecteil to use tilt water stretches 
between Lake Superior and Manitoba, 
and then to join by another water stretch 
system along Lakes Manitoba and Winni- 
pegosis and Cedar Lake, the water of Hen 
river and the Saskatchewan b> the foot of 
the Rocky Mountains. It was expected 
by means of this route to settle the North- 
West, Tho Government also took eon- 
tracts for the Georgian Bay branch, the 
idea in doing which being that tho trade 
from the west, by way of Duluth, would 
find its way by large vessels to the Geor- 
gian Ray branch, ami find there, by way 
of the Ottawa Valley and Quebec, the 
shortest route to the ocean. The present 
Government, in abandoning that branch, 
had deprived the Province of Quebec, and 
tho provinces east of it, of the benefits 
they would have derived from the plan of 
tho lato Government. The people of 
Quebec should remember that. What did 
the lion, the President of tin; Council 
think of that ( With respect to the charge 
that the late Government had let works 
on impracticable surveys, op to the pre- 
sent, time not one mile had been let ex- 
cept upon surveys that the late Adminis- 
tration complete d ; except one hundred 
miles west of Winnipeg that had no sur- 
vey, and the second hundred miles which 
was n^w being lot had also no survey ; e.x- 
cept an exploratory survey, which was 
undertaken two years ago, and was re- 
ported upon as impracticable. As regards 
the estimates for the sections between 
Fort William and Winnipeg, which had 
been exceeded, he had Mr. Fleming's 
estimates of the quantities, and he would 
not believe that Mr. Fleming has misled 
him until he heard it from the lips of the 
Chief Engineer. 

Sir Charles Tuppor said that Mr. Flem- 
ing testified before a special committee 
list year that tho estimates were mere 
guess work. 

Mr. Mackenzie said Mr. Fleming had 
not given such evidence. In regard to 
the additional work on these sections, he 
denied any responsibility for it, and threw 
the entire responsibility on tho present 
Government. Regarding tho Carnarvon 
terms, he said lie failed to carry them out 
because of the action of the Senate regard- 
ing tho Esquimalt and Nauaimo railway 
bill. It had been suggested that the lull 
was thrown out by the Senate because the 
Government did not wish it to tie carried. 
This was not true, for he did not know 
that tho bill was to bo defeated until it 
was defeated, and Messrs. Penny and Mc- 
Masters, tho two gentlemen who usually 
voted with the Liberal party who voted 
against it, acted entirely upon their own 
responsibility and without any communi- 
cation with him. Ho had reason now to 
know that if the bill had been carried tho 
building of the line would havo been a 
very serious matter. Subsequently the 
sum of 8750,000 was voted by this House 
to British Columbia in compensation for 
not building the Esquimalt and Nanaimo 
road. 

Sir Charles Tuppor— Do I understand 
tho hon. gentleman to say that 8760,000 
was votod bocauso the road was not built ? 



Mr. Mackenzie — AVell, of courso. if the 
road had been built there would have 
been no necessity to voto the money. 

Sir Charles Tuppor — I asked the ques- 
tion because I understood the member 
for West Durham (Mr. Blake) to say that 
th'< $750,000 was in compensation for 
prospective delays in the construction of 
the Canada Pacific railway. 

Mr. Mackenzie said he was just coming 
to that. He was just going to say that it 
was votod in compensation for delays also. 
Regarding his having called for contracts 
in British Columbia, he desired to say that 
ho did not feel bound by calling for ten- 
ders to go on with tho building of tho 
road. He had certainly invited tonders 
for tho building of tho whole road by a 
company, and ho was surprised that the 
present Government was glad this cull for 
tenders had not been answered. Tho 
Minister of Railways had said that a simi- 
lar call from him would bo answered. 
Who would answer it > Who would pro- 
pose to build the road ' Mr. Forster, ho 
supposed, or perhaps Lord Boaconsfiold. 
The Minister of Railways hail accused 
him (Mr. Mackenzie) with having endea- 
vored to intluenco the elections in British 
Columbia by moving rails from Vancou- 
ver Island to Vale when ho did not intend 
lo proceed with the road. Now, the fact 
was that ho (Mr. Mackenzie) had nothing 
to expect from British Columbia. It had 
always been hostile to him. (Hear, hear.) 
Tho reason tho Into Government removed 
tho rails was this, if that Government had 
remained in power, it intended to devote 
some portion of the public money, as soon 
as it could be spared, to forward tho work 
in British Columbia. How soon that 
money could bo spared would havo boon a 
matter of consideration. But, in tho 
meantime, the rails had to go to Yale. 
High storago was charged and had to bo 
paid for them on the island, and tho Into 
Government felt that tho sooner they 
were moved to Government property and 
to tho vicinity of the work tho better. So 
they wero moved. Regarding the cost of 
tho whole road, tho Minister of Railways 
stated that tho estimate of tho Chief En- 
gineer now was $76,000,000 with $22,- 
000,000 additional for tho GOO miles from 
Lake Nipissiug to Lako Superior, or in all 
888, SOU, 1118. Mr. Mackenzie proceeded 
to state that it would be impossible to find 
wheat from British Columbia to tho oast, 
as British Columbia oxported no wheat. 

Mr. DeCosmoa — I beg tho hon. gentle- 
man's pardon, but British Columbia ex- 
ported 150 tons of wheat this autumn. 

Mr. Mackenzie said up to last year 
British Columbia did not grow sufficient 
wheat for itsolf, and the trado and navi- 
gation returns showed no exports for last 
year. Hon. gentlemen opposite repudiat- 
ed any attention of availing themselves of 
I tho water stretches, but they wore doing 
so themselves in the Pacific Province. 
Any policy which would enable us to post- 
i pone for the present the construction of 
j any portion of tho railway was a wise 
I policy, and any policy which enabled us 
j to utilize water communication anywhere 
i was a wise policy, and this view had some 
j influence with the lato Administration to 
! adopt the Bnrrard Inlet routo. If tho 
' union must be severed at east or west, he 
j preferred that tho Province with tho 
smallest population should go, and hon. 
i gentlemen opposite could not shut their 
eyes to the dissatisfaction prevailing in 
I the Maritime Provinces. As the proposed 
! works in British Columbia would increase 
: the taxes, he was bound to support the 
j suspension of work on the more expensive 
; and useless portion of tho railway and 
■ which would confer the least benefit on 
the smallest number of people. They 
| felt, thorcforo, constrained to adopt that 
policy at this critical juncture. Tho 
country generally was thoroughly with the 
course of the Opposition in miking for the 
postponement of a work of the great ex- 
tent and cost which was to produce so lit- 
tle effect. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Barnard, of British Columbia, 
spoke after midnight. He first devoted 
himself to defending his Province from 
the charge of being worthless as a portion 
of the Dominion, detailing its valuable 
mineral, fishing and lumbering interests, 
as well as its large tracts of available ara- 
ble lands. Eight thousand tons of grain 
had been raised last year in that country. 
Mr. Barnard devoted the time of tho 
House in a very practical fashion, detail- 
ing the prospects of freight on grain, etc. , 
for the Yale-Kainloops section of the rail- 
way. He also deehred that it was proba- 
ble that Mr. Mackenzie's speech would bo 
circulated by American hind agents as 
evidence of the poorness of land in the 
North- West. He paid a high tribute to 
Mr. White, of Cardwell, for his able de- 
fence of British Columbia interests, a 
tribute which was well deserved.

Tao Bank of Montroal. 

Montreal, April 21.— The princi- 
pal topic of conversation in liuancial 
circles in the reducing of tho Batik 
of .Montreal dividend for the half 
year from to -i per cent. On 
the streets there were comparatively 
few who anticipated that the directors 
would take this step, as rumor had it. 
that the earnings were within a small 
amount of the sum required to justify 
a declaration of 5 per cent., and it was 
held that the little that was wanting 
could he taken from the rest without 
prejudice to the interests of the bank. 
The Herald sayn: "Though it is hard 
upon many whose income is thus cut 
one-tifih, we hold that tho course pur 
sued was correct in principle and di- 
cated by prudence. From the esti- 
mates upon which the directors have 
niatlo their calculations it is thought 
that after tho payment of -1 per cent, 
dividend there will bo loft from the 
half-year's earnings some $G0,000 to 
be carried to the credit of profit and 
loss. 



Japan. 

Yokohama, April 16. — Tho continu- 
ed depreciation in paper currency in 
ascribed to undue speculation in rice 
and paper, hence the exchanges have 
closed for a time for official examina- 
tion of their affairs. Regulations havo 
been issued for the control of public 
meetings in view of the specious agita- 
tion by some demagogues for a represen- 
tative assembly. People interested in 
the government are working gradually 
toward preparing a constitution which 
will be put forward when the nation is 
ripe. 

A Japanese man-of-war, with a 
special envoy, sailetl to make a friendly 
visit to Persia. Thence she will pro- 
ceed to the Mediterranean.

A BYLAW" 

For tho Bettor Oteervauco of tho 
Sabbath. 

BE IT ENACTED BY TUE MAYOR 
and Council of the Corporation of the 
City of Victoria as follows: — 

1. No person shall keep open on the 
Sabbath day fur the sale of goods, wares 
or merchandise by wholesale or retail, 
other than liquor by retail, any store, 

i warehouse or other placo of business. 

2. No person shall keep any saloon 
open for the sale of liquor by retail be- 
tween the bout's of ten o'clock in tho 
forenoon ami live o'clock in the afternoon 
of any Sabbath day. 

I'. No person shall keep open any bar- 
ber shop between tlie hours of 10 o'clock 
in tho forenoon and five o'clock in the 
afternoon on tho Sabbath day. 

4. No person shall keep open for the 
sale of liquor by retail any bar in any 
hotel or grocery between tho hours of ton 
o'clock in the forenoon and five o'clock 
on the aftornoon of any Sabbath day. 

5. It shall not bo lawful to dischargo 
any cargo, except live stock, from any 
ship, steamer, schooner, Bloop or vessel 
of any description on tho Sabbath day. 

0. It shall not be lawful for any per- 
son to peddlo any description of goods, 
except milk, on tho Sabbath day. 

7. Any person guilty of any infraction 
of this bylaw shall bo sub ject to a penalty 
not exceeding twenty-five dollars nor loss 
than five dollars. 

Every penalty imposed by this bylaw 
may, together with the costs of convic- 
tion, bo, recovered in a summary manner 
bofore the Police Magistrate of tho City 
of Victoria or any Justice of the Peaco 
having jurisdiction within the limits of 
tho City of Victoria, and may be levied 
by distress and sale of tho goods and 
chatties of the offender, and in default of 
payment of stick penalty and costs, then 
by imprisonment of such offender for any 
term not exceeding one calendar mouth 
in one of Her Majesty's gaols. 

This bylaw may bo cited as the Sabbath 
Opsorvanco Bylaw, 1880.

THISD SESSION. 



Tucrsday, May 6. 
Mr, Speaker took tho Chair at 2 o'clock

Hon. Mr. Walkom presented :i mes- 
sage from tho Liout. Governor accompan- 



arty of tho contractors' money without 
their conesnt. • 

Mr. Smithe said that Heed Bros, might 
refuse to assent to tho waiver if it was in- 
tended to neutralize all claims thoy might 
possibly have against the Government. 
Ho would move that the clause be amend- 
ed so as to require Reed Bros, to assent 
to the waiver only to the extent of the 
amount to bo paid their creditors by the 
Government. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said the spirit of the 
committee's report was not to favor the 
contractors but to afford relief to their 
workmen and creditors. There could bo 
no manner of doubt that the contractors 
could, as a matter of law, be held re- 
sponsible for the penalties they had in- 
curroTl. 

Mr. Smitho took an entirely different 
view of the matter and contended that 
tho penalties should bo waived because the 
Province had sustained no actual damage 
from the non-completion of tho cofferdam 
on the date stipulated. He thought that 
whatever amount might pass from the 
Government to tho creditors should sinip- 
iy be debited to tho contractors, with- 
out requiring them to forego any other 
claim they may have now or in tho future. . 

Mr. Williams supported the clause its 
it stood, no thought the claim r.f the 
Government against the creditors was a 
good and fair one, but it was evidently 
tho desire of the committee and the House 
generally to remit the penalties so that 
Reed Bros.' creditors may be paid. 

Mr. Mara said he thought that tho 
clause should be amended so that 
Rood Bros, could not refuse to give their 
assent to tho waiver and thereby keep 
their creditors out of their duos for two 
or three years or perhaps for all time. He 
did not think it fair that the contractor.! 
should bo asked to relinquish all claims 
they might have against the Government 
merely because the penaltios were not en- 
forced. He would suggest that an amend- 
ment be inserted providing that in the 
event of any of the creditors obtaining 
judgment against the contractors the Gov- 
ernment be authorized to pay the amounts 
of tho judgments into Court. He thought 
this would meet the case. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said that would place 
tho Government in tho absurd position of 
waiving the penalties and relinquishing all 
hold they had on the contractors, but at 
the same time leaving themselves open to 



meat when in power before, knowing 
that there wero ranges of mountains in 
British Columbia, that lands in the north- 
west territory should be held for railroad 
construction in lieu of British Columbia 
lands. There was no word then about 
insufficiency of lands in this Province. 
Sir Hugh Allan was willing then to con- 
struct the whole road without reforenco 
to valueless land. The request now mado 
was a large one affecting the futuro wel- 
fare of the Province, upon which no gov- 
ernment should hastily decide. It was a 
request that would prevent lands from 
being sold for years. Tho Province was 
not so worthless as to countenance such 
a proposal. Its minerals, timber and 
fisheries wero practically inexhaustible 
Its wealth in iron, gold and coal immense. 
Ho wished to know if all these wero to bo 
discarded - all given up for the railroad? 
He had every confidence that Canada 
would cany out hor obligations, but tho 
present friendly government would 
not last forever. But small portion 
of the road might be built 
before it retired from power. He would 
lie pleased should it last for many years; 
and if so the concession now asked for 
would not be of so much consequence. He 
wished to know how immigrants woro to 
be obtained if all the good land woro eli 
initiated .' Without a guarantee that rail- 
road work would be energetically and 
continuously prosecuted it would be 
wholly unadviaablo to consent to those 
demands. British Columbia was not a 
losing speculation for the Dominion. She 
gave away about §500,000 in customs and 
was not receiving quite that sum from 
the Dominion. Of course during the first 
years of confederation tho Province was 
expensive because buildings of various 
kinds, customhouse, postoilicos, peniten- 
tiary, etc. , etc. , had to bo erected, but 
now the Province was contributing a 
revenue to the Dominion. A compliance 
with the request now mado would bo giv- 
ing up of all that was worth living for — 
the ( iovormnent would not have acted 
judiciously hail they acted differently— 
they would have prevented the sale of a 
single acre of hind for years to come. 
Admitting that the bill is not all that was 
wanted by the Dominion Government— 
not all that could be wished for 
by the members of the House yet it was 
their duty, while doingoverything possible 
advance railroad construction, to watch

The amendment provided that the bill 
shall not como into force until a dato to 
bo fixed by proclamation by tho Liout. - 
Governor in Council. 

The House went into committee of the 
whole to consider the message. 

Mr. Mara said that yosterday the Gov- 
ernment had occupied a very awkward 
position, but to-day they occupied a still 
more absurd one. Tho attorney-general 
had not only shifted the responsibility of 
introducing tho bill from his own should- 
ers to those of tho finance minister, but 
now asked the Houso to assent to a clause 
suspending its operation, which really 
meant that the bill" would never come in- 
to operation at all. No further evidence 
of the insincerity of the Government was 
necessary. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said that his position 
had all along been very clear in the mat- 
ter. Ho had expressed his doubt as to 
the bill being allowed on a question of 
constitutionality and the reason he had 
refused to allow tho clause to be inserted 
in itia own bill was because ho did not 
wish to take any chances of tho measure 
being disallowed. The placing of Mr. 
Beaven's name on tho head of tho pre- 
sent bill was purely accidental. He (Mr. 
Walkem) had drawn up and dictated the 
bill, tho draft of which appeared in tho 
finance minister's hand- writing, and con- 
sequently the printer had put his (Mr. 
Beaven') name at tho head of tho bill. 

Mr. Smithe protested against tho 
amendment inasmuch as ho wished tho 
measure to become law at once. He con- 
tended that the Government occupied a 
most undignified and humiliating position 
in tho matter and that thoir policy re- 
sembled their railway policy— meroly 
temporizing with the question. 

Tho amendment was carried and tho 
bill then passed. 

AFFIDAVITS. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem moved tho Houso 
into committee to consider a message 
from the Lieut. -Governor submitting an 
amendment to tho Act respecting affida- 
vits in order to afford greater facilities for 
taking affidavits and to neutralize the 
question of the jurisdiction of tho court 
before which such affidavits aro made. 

The amondnient was adopted and the 
bill passed as amended. 

ESQUIMAU URAVINO DOCK. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven presented a message 
from tho lieut. -governor submitting for 
the consideration of tho Houso an act re- 
specting the Esquimalt graving dock. 

Tho House having gone into committee 
hon. Mr. Beaven explained that it pro- 
vided that it shall be lawful (1) for tho 
lieut. -governor in council to waive the 
penalties for failure to complete the work 
under clause GO, contract No. 1, Esqui- 
malt dock, and to pay such amount as 
may then be duo under tho contract to 
tho creditors in British Colytaibia of 
Messrs. Rood Bros, it Co., LonUon, out 
of the consolidated revenue fund of the 
Province. It also provided (2) that tho 
chief commissioner of lands and works bo 
authorized to examine into tho accounts 
and claims of tho creditors, and to take 
evidence respecting the same under oath. 
Finally, the act would be void and of no 
effect in the event of Messrs. Reed Bros. 
& Co. refusing to accept the above waiv- 
er and payments in consequence thereof 
as a settlement in full of their claims and 
demands, if any, against the government 
of British Columbia. 

Tho committeo recommended tho bill 
to the Houso and tho measure was then 
read a first and second time and com- 
mitted with Mr. Bennett in the chair. 

A discussion arose as to tho report of 
tho committeo appointed to invoEt'tgata 
tho accounts between the government and 
tho contractors. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem contended that tho 
figures wero wrong and that tho com- 
mittee had considerably overestimated 
the balanco due tho contractors. Ho took 
it, however, that tho pith of tho roport 
was that tho penalties duo from the con- 
tractors should bo waived. 

Mr. Wilson said the figures in the re- 
port woro not intended to represent an ac- 
tual basis of settlement. The committeo 
had regarded the matter as a question of 
equity more than in any other light. 

Clauso 1 passed. 

Mr. Ash hoped that tho accounts of the 
government would bo just as closely 
scrutinized as the accounts of the credi- 
tors. 

Mr. Wilson thought the chums of credi- 
tors should bo confined to those recog- 
nized by the contractors. It would 
scarcely be fair to Reed Bros, to pay 
claims not admitted by them. 

Clause 2 having passed lion. Mr. 
Walkem explained that the third and final 
provision of tho bill was necessary bo- 
cauio the government could not part with

igainst them. Such 
not be entertained. 

Mr. Wilson said that the committee had 
been fully alive to the fact that tho eon- 
tractors had rendered themselves liable tn 
the penalties. 

Mr. Smithe comparod the position as- 
sinned by tho loader of tho Government 
in this oaso to that taken by him when he ' 
had rendered himself liable to a penalty 
of $500 for a violation of the Indepen- 
dence) of Parliament Act. The hon. gen- 
tleman contended that there could be no ! 
doubt had the penalties been applied for 
in the attorney-general's case they could 
have boon recovered, but what had he 1 
done ? Ho had hurried a bill of indem- 
nity through the House in order to save ', 
himseif. He (Mr. S.) had voted for that 
measure becauso ho could not see that 
any good could result from holding him 
responsible for the §500 per diem. In the 
case of Reed Bros., although from a 
legal standpoint there could be no doubt 
thoy wore liable to the penalties, there 
was no equity in making the claim against 1 
them because the country had sustained I 
no damage whatever. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys spoke at some 
length and said it would be preposterous 
to suppose that tho Government would 
waive their claims against Reed Bros, and 
leave themselves liable to an expensive 1 
lawsuit which might result from any claim 
the firm might trump up. 

Mr. Ash feared that the clause as ii 
| stood would result in the creditors being 
kept out of their money for some time. 
He thought it would have boon wise if it i 
had boon stated in a preamble why it was 
proposed to waive the penalties and he fully 
anticipated that the very stringency of 
tho clause under discussion would result 
in the defeat of tho object of the bill — 
the reliof of the creditors. 

Mr. Smitho said if the Province was just- 
ly and fairly entitled to tho sum of $12,- 
200 the Houso had no right to give 
it away as the Government now proposed 
to do. He, however, contended again 
that the Province is not fairly entitled to 
one dollar f:>r ponalties and it was on this 
ground he submitted that the extortionate 
claim should bo waived. 

After further discussion the clause pass- 
ed and the bill was reported complete. 
THE RAILWAY LAN'Ii BILL. 
Mr. Vernon asked the premier to place 
Mr. Trutch's reply to the order in council 
relative to the transfer of the railway 
belt before tho House before discussing 
the railway land bill. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said the House was 
not really entitled to tho document, 
but ho had no objection to permitting the 
hon. member to see it and would bring it, 
down presently. 

Mr. Vernon — You promised to do so 
before dealing with the land bill. 

Hon. Mr, Walkem in moving the see- 
cond reading of this bill remarked that 
this question was one that successive gov- 
ernments had expected to deal with, and 
that it would have to be settled by the 
present ono. After describing tho route 
selected for tho line of railway ho said 
that, although tho conveyance of the rail- 
way belt had not been made yet tho reser- 
vation had been kept on for several years. 
Dispatches, however, on the subject had 
been received by the local Government, 
and a conveyance could havo buen made, 
but on such a large measure of this kind 
ho wished for tho assent of the Houso. 
Reference was then made to the confiden- 1 ? re , 
tial agent of the Dominion and the claim 
presented by that gentleman for land-; 
elsewhere than along tho line of the rail- 
way. 

In answer to a question by Mr. Mara, 
Mr. Walkem saidMr. Trutch's last letter 
was not printod because it had not been 
answered. It did not bear upon the sub- 
ject now beforo the House. Certain con- 
cessions were referred to, namely the ex- 
change of valueless lands along tho line of 
road for lands that would be available for 
settlement. Tho Government had not 
agrocd to theso demands. Thoy wished 
to have tho valueless lands defined, that 
the good land required should be pointed I 
out and that guarantees should bo 
given of continuous construction. 
Mr. Trutch's communication, which was 
now the property of the House, stated I 
that the two first requests wore clearly im- 
possiblo of fulfilment at present or for 
years to come. If the requests of the 
Dominion government wero complied 
with the Province would bo placed in tho 
unonviable position of having a lion upon 
its ontirn extent for many yoars. Llad 
tho government agreed to substitute good 
lands, without mentioning localities, for 
the rock and mountains along the line of 
road tho entire Province would have boon 
locked up for all time to come. They 
wero willing to make every possible con- 
cession for tho purpose of pushing along 
railroad construction. In 1872 it was tho 
opinion of the presont Dominion govern- 



rovmce. 



The 

hon. gentleman argued at some length 
that it would be entirely wrong to lock up 
vast ureas of land befi re thoy could be of 
use to tin' Dominie. i Government. Ho 
would throw no o siaclcs in the way of 
railroad work, but it was entirely wrong 
t.i cede s.i much territory. No person 
Would endorse such a proposition. He 
sincerely believed in the future of the 
Province, and it would be altogether too 
much to make such it frightful concession 
as was now intended. 
(Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Smithe, Mr. Mara and Dr. Ash 
followed, .and ih« Mouse adjourned till 7k 

o'clock. 

EVENING SESSION. 
Tho debate on the Railway Lands Bill 
was resumed at 7 :<>0 p.m., when Mr. Ash 
concluded his speech. The hon. gentle- 
man was followed by Mr. Wilson, who 
supported tho bill, but said it was in re- | 
ality too liberal; and by Mr. NS'illiama, i 
who also supported tho measure aud ridi- 
culed the idea of giving the Dominion 
government land outside tho railway belt. 

On the question being put the bill pass- J 
ed its second reading without division and 
reached to its final stage without amend- 
ment. 

The Assessment Amendment Act, 1880, 
passed through committee; tho Partition 
Bill and Victoria ollicial map bill wore 
read a third time and passed. 

A bill introduced by hon. Mr. Walkom 
to entitle members to mileage under a 
new form uf declaration also passed. 

The Highways Bill introduced by Mr. 
Ash was killed by the committee risintr, 
and Mr. Druinmund's bill, making it no- 
cosary to present a petition signed by ono- 
1 ml f the property-owners in order to have a 
new sidewalk laid, was rejected by a vote 
os 9 to 7.

States is to exorcise a single protector- 
ate over any such canal and authorize 
the secretary of the navy to take such 
steps as may be necessary to sectirt! 
adequate coaling stations and harbors 
i for the use of tho naval forces of the 
I United States at proper points on the 
| Atlantic and Pacific coasts of Central 
I America. 

Trenton, N.J., May 5. — A largo 
number of delegates to the republican 
state convention liave already arrived. 
The feeling is in favor of sending a 
Blaine delegation, but the impression 
prevails that they will not bo instructed. 

Dover, N. II , May 5. — The republi- 
can state convention meet hero to- 
j morrow. Indications are that though 
I the delegates to Chicago will not be 
j instructed a delegation unanimous for 
Blaine will be chosen. 

Columbus, O., May 5. — A largo 
number of delegates are arriving each 
train to attend the stato democratic 
convention to-morrow.

CALIFORNIA. 

San Francisco, May 5. — William

pired instantly. IIo has been in ill 
health for some months past. Death is 
attributed to heart disease. Deceased 
was a native of Virginia; aged 5G.

THE SOUTH AMERICAN WAR. 

Panama, April 24. — The Chilean 
blockading fleet announced its presence 
in C'allao bay by sending before day- 
light a torpedo launch against the 
Peruvian corvett Union, anchorod well 
in shore, but beforo exploding it harm- 
lessly struck a floating palisade pro- 
tecting that vessel. The Chilean 
launch, carelessly or clumsily managed, 
ran dangerously near the United States 
steamer Alaska and the Italian frigate 
Garibaldi, and just escaped a warm re- 
ception from those vessels. The ap- 
proach of the launch was perceived on 
board tho Union before the explosion 
took place, and a heavy fire of muske- 
try anil a Catling gun caused the 
launch to retire. At the request of 
foreign consuls notice of the blockade 
to begin was extended from eight to fif- 
teen davs.

CANADA. 

ANTI -CHINESE FEELING IN OTTAWA. 

Ottawa, April 30. — A Herald 
special from Ottawa, Out., says: The 
resolutions recently introduced in Par- 
liament by tho representatives of Brit- 
ish Columbia in regard to the employ- 
ment of Chinese labor, if not immedi- 
ately acted on, will probably be 
brought to the consideration of the 
government. To show how high pub- 
lic feeling is raging, last evening two 
Chinamen, who had embarked in mer- 
cantile pursuits, were run out of the 
city by the indignant mob, and only 
the efforts of the police saved them 
from rough handling. 

London, April 30. — Rev. Handford 
tendered his resignation, which was re- 
fused, A committee was appointed to 
investigate the charges against him. 

OREGON. 
Empire City, Or., May I.— Tho 
schooner Schultze was picked up to- 
day by the tug Escort of the Siushiw 
river, and towed to this place. She 
was waterlogged and loaded with sal- 
mon and stave bolts. She is supposed 
to have dragged her anchors and drift- 
ed to sea from anchorage at at Suislaw. 
All hands supposed to be lost. 

China. 

Hongkong, April 7.- -A (Fairs be- 
tween China and Russia arc still 
threatening. Rumors are current of a 
conflict between the troops of the two 
nations on the Hi frontier and of the 
Chinese forces having crossed tho 
Amoor river. 

Chung How, late ambassador to Rus- 
sia and contractor of the treaty at Lt- 
vadia, has been sentenced to decapita- 
tion and the sentence has been approv- 
ed by the empress. 

Ki Yung Choi, leader of the K wangs 
revolt on the frontier of Annm, .sumo 
months ago reported captured and ex- 
ecuted, is now said to be alive and at 
tho head of forces in tin- mountains 
The alleged execution was a fraud by 
the governor of Kwangsi ami the im- 
perialist general. Both were alarmed 
by tho impotence of tho central 
authorities at Peking with the non- 
suppression of the revolt. Some coolie or 
unimportant person of Li's army taken 
piisoner is said to have been made to 
personate him and was beheaded in his j 
stead. 

The French difficulty with Anani 
promises a peaceful solution, lt ap- j 
pears to have been definitely settled. 

The Chinese in Hongkong have sub- 
scribed liberally to the Irish famine re- j 
lief fund. A. significant stipulation 
was made at a public meeting that a 
large amount should bo forwarded to 
the mayor of Coda for distribution 
among the distressed in that district, 
the home of Gov. HenneBSy, respect 
for whom is sincerely felt by the 
Chinese residents. 

The chief justice of Hongkong, in 
sentencing kidnappers, said that the 
servitude existing in tho island is 
slavery, cruel and despotic, and ex- 
pressed the belief that the governor 
would succeed in eradicating it. it 
was a violation of English law and he 
himself would severely punish all con- 
victed before him.
